61 Million More Mouths Each Year 


HE family of_man_is growing at the 
rate of 61 millions a year—which 
means that every 12 months a populat 
three times the size of that in Argentina’ 
is added to the already overcrowded 
world, Of these new arrivals, baby girls 
born in France, the Netherlands and Nor+ 
way have longest life expectancy—almost 
75 years. The best hope for boys is in the 
Netherlands, Norway and Sweden, where 
the life expectancy averages slightly over 
71 years, 

These figures are published. in the 
United Nations Demographic Year Book, 
a massive annual report on the growth 
and movements of the world’s population, 
compiled from the latest censuses taken 
by” various goivernments. U.N. satis- 
ticians have computed that there were 
3.069 million people on this planet in mid- 
1961, which meant an annual increase of 
between 1.8 and 2 per cent over the past 
10 years, Sixty per cent of this increase 
occurred in Akia, although the most 
densely populated area is still Central 
Europe with 138 people to every square 
kilometre. The most densely settled

country is the Netherlands, followed by 
England and Wales, Belgium and Japan. 

Tropical and Central Africa—and pat-% 
ticularly the Ivory Coast—has the highest 
regional birth rate and the highest death 
rate. The lowest recorded birth rates 
which U.N. experts consider to be accur- 
ate are in Sweden, Norfolk Island, the 
Isle of Man and West Berlin, The lowest 
death rate occurs in the Soviet Union. 

The West Berlin situation is also re 
flected in the figure for immigrants to 
that side of the city-143,712 inxi961, whicti~~ 
was nearly twice as many as for the rest 
of Western Germany. This. figure was 
slightly less than for the previous year, 
but it contributed to a total of 907,553 
West Berlin jmmigrants since 1956. 

The report lists Tokyo as the world's 
largest city, with a city population re- 
corded at 8,310,027 in October 1960, and 
estimated at 8,480,000 a year later. New 
York City comes second (7,781,984), fol- 
lowed by Shanghai,-Moscow, Bombay and 
Peking in that order, London has dropped 
to eleventh place, since the administrative 


area of thy city is counted in every case, 
and London's covers only 3,195,114 people, 

Many countries boast of no really large 
cities at all. This is particularly true of 
Africa where 36 of the 53 countries, which 
sent in returns did not possess towns of 4s 
many “as 100,000 inhabitants, Britain 
ranks as one of the most highly urbanized 
éountries, along with North America, 
Israel, Hong Kong, Denmark and Sweden. 

There are more women than men in 
most European countries, North America 
and the Soviet Union, but the Asiatic 
countries tend to produce more males. 
English, Danish, Israeli and U.S. women 
can look forward to living to be almost 74, 
whereas English men have an expectancy 
of 68 years and U.S, men only 67. In Af- 
rica the variation-is-enormous—from 26 
years for both sexes in Mali to slightly 
over 70 years for white women in the Re- 
public of South Africae 

The world's highest marriage rate takes 
place in the Falkland Islands where there 
are 13.7 weddings per 1.000 of population.

If there ig anything straw hats and -airports 

can’t stand is seagulls. . 

Nothing can shatter the decor of a boater more. - 
than having it used for target practice by amazingly — 
‘accurate gulls. 

But man, always inventive, has ways to beat the rap. 
He can stand. under a tree. He can*save his hat by not wear- 
-ing it to seaside pionics (though this is not recommended 
for gentlemen who have misplaced their hair). : 

At airports from Boston to Bombay the gull population 
has defied some of the nation's brightest brains. They have 

~—qvercome congestion treated hy peopie, Plates ara pe ne 

To keep gulls out of the way of aircraft they have hired 
expert marksmen (a questionable tactic not “admired by 
nervous pilots or nature lovers); played tape recordings 
which emitted,loud, raucous noises (the gulls were fasci- 
nated and invited music-loving relatives to sit in); even 
resorted to crying “Shhh-cooo.” The gulls merely retreated 
a few paces 

The nuisance turned into a peril a few years ago when 
a flock of 5,000 birds at a Boston airport caused an Plectra 
to crash on takeoff with heavy loss of life. Newspaper files 
bulge with stories of frantic pilots landing almost literally 
with one wing, a prayer and duck in the cockpit or engine. 

Last year the Transport Department, bowing to pres- 
sure, set up the awkwardly named “Associate Committee 
of Aircraft Engine Bird Strikes” to find a solution. 


Pigeon People Ruined U.K. Program 


The committee toured North America, the U.K. and 
Western Europe, found the bird problem worst at airports 
near water or food dumps. 

Their ears went up when a U.K. official allowed that 
best results had been achieved with fatcons. Sighing, the 
official admitted that the program was stopped when pigeon- 
racing breeders had gunned the falcons down, fearful their 
pets would be mistaken for lowly-bred gulls. 

‘The committee acted quickly. To” Frank Beebe, 660 
Goyette, nationally récognized falconry expert, went an in- 
vitation to conduct an experiment on the feasibility of using 
falcons to disperse -gulls. 

In North America few men are better qualified. than 
Francis Lyman Beebe. From boyhood in Lacombe, Alta, 
to his present status as wildlife illustrator, he has shown 
an uncommon zeal to familiarize himself with game. 

Some of his illustrations along with his observations 
will appear shortly in “North American Falconry and Hunt- 
ing Hawks,” which could likely be the first major definitive 
treatise-on the species. 

His collaborator was Harold M. Webster, president of 
North America Falconry Association. He established the 
falcon m&scotkoncept at the Air Force Academy in Colovado
